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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lewin et al in view of Somers et al, US Patent 5,3276,667 both cited by applicants. The 
former discloses the synthesis of esters of benzoylecgonine by reacting ecgonine with 
1,1'-carbonyldiimidazole, followed by reaction of the activated ester with an excess of 
alkanol and then allowing the reaction mixture to react to form the corresponding 
alkylester. See p. 135, col. 2 to p. 136, col. 1 end of the first paragraph. Also see p. 139, 
col. 1 under Method B. Note that the product is obtained neat and in fairly pure form. 
See p. 139, col. 2, first 2 examples. 

The latter discloses that the mono-esters of 1 ,2-propanediol and 
benzoylecgonine or ecgonine or ecgonidine are useful in treating rheumatoid arthritis. 

The method of synthesis taught herein involves treating base cocaine with an 
excess of 1 ,2-propanediol and then adding about 5% by weight of water and then 
heating. See top of col. 7. A dilute solution of the product in aqueous 1 ,2-propanediol is 
produced. 

Thus one of ordinary skill in the art wanting to produce a more concentrated 
version of the useful product would be motivated to use the 1 J'-carbonyldiimidazole 
method taught by Lewin et al for making mono-esters of the same carboxylic acids.
